Impact of Attendance 
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Graduation Data Takeaways 

• Attendance is a concern 

o School attendance provided a hurdle towards our continued growth towards a 90% 
graduation rate. Interventions were constant and increased but didn’t yield enough of 
a change in behavior. 

• Socioecononnic Disadvantaged Students 

o After an uptick last year, the Regents Diploma rate fell back to 2016-17 levels 
o The graduation rate is almost 25% lower than those not facing that disadvantage, 
o The high school team wants to drill deeper into whether or not there is a significant 
correlation between these students and attendance. 

• Students with Disabilities 

o There was strong growth within the subgroup of Students with Disabilities who 
showed a 20% increase in achieving a Regents Diploma, 
o That number needs to continue to improve as does performance of this subgroup on 
state exams.
